The men in the office of the 
Burlington freight yards at 
Lincoln find they are playing 
more cards during the day 
and still getting their work 
done. 
The game is called Per­ 
petual Car Location Inv en­ 
tory. The rules require that 
you be able to program a 
computer, read an IBM card 
and get it in the correct slot 
at the right time. 
The winner of the game is 
the Burlington Railroad. The 
Lincoln office can now know 
at any hour exactly where 
any 
freight car is located 
which has passed through its 
yards. 
The ‘‘card game” is now 
in full operation in Lincoln 
as a result of a study in May 
of a similar system used by 
another railroad. It is so pop­ 
ular that the Cicero, I 11., 
terminal now uses it and oth­ 
ers will soon follow'. 


Each On a Card 
Gary 
Portsche, 
assistant 
trainmaster, 
explained 
that 
each car entering the yard is 
programmed on an IBM card 
by a teletype message sent 
from 
the 
point 
of 
origin. 
When a car is switched to a 
siding to await transfer to an­ 
other train, the card mov es 
to an appropriate slot in a 
cabinet in the office. 


“ In this way we can tell 
at any moment exactly what 
cars we hav e in the yard and 
where they are going by walk- 
ng to the slot which corres­ 
ponds to the siding number 
and pulling the cards,” said 
Portsche, a member of the 
May study group. 


When a train is assembled 
from cars in the yard the 
men pull the cards from the 
slot of the proper destination 
and assemble them into “ a 
deck of cards.” These are 
sent 
through 
a 
computer 
which instantaneously prints 
the data from the cards and 
sends it by teletype to the 
next terminal. 
No More Copying 
The system has eliminated 
the need for yard men who 
used to spend all day hand 
copying numbers and destina­ 
tions from cars to be mov ed. 
“ Their check was outdated 
before they had finished one 
round of copying,” Portsche 
commented, 
“ It Is possible that with the 
new system In full operation 
by all Burlington terminals, 
we may improv e freight car 
utilization by as m u c h as 
.50G,” William Carter, termi­ 
nal superintendent, said. "We 
can’t make box cars but by 
knowing exactly where they 


are ev ery hour we can 
prov e their efficiency.”

Osteen, Bunker Hurl In 3rd Series Came Today 


Baltimore 
—1 he confident Baltimore Orioles will 
send 21-y ear-old Wally Bunker after their third straight 
World Series v ictory Saturday against Claude Osteen, the 
v eteran lefty who pulled the Los Angeles Dodgers out of 
a similar tailspin last October. 
Welcomed home in the wee small hours by a wild­ 
ey ed crowd of 4 ,000 fans at the airport and feted in a pa­ 
rade through the downtown streets, the Orioles hav e 
turned Baltimore into a baseball crazy city . 
By beating Don Dry sdale and S an d y Koufax in the 
first two games at Dodger Stadium, the Orioles hav e 
mov ed from 8-5 underdogs to 3-1 fav orites to take it all. 
Many are talking of closing out the Dodgers in four 
straight. 
A full house of close to 55.000 is ex pected for Balti­ 
more’s first World Series game. The weatherman has co­ 
operated by predicting a clear day with pleasantly warm 
temperatures. 
Game time is 1 p.m. EDT with the same network 
NBC radio and telev ision cov erage as the first two games. 
Sunday ’s game, incidentally , starts at 2 p.m. EDT. 
The weary ball clubs, who flew in during the night 


from Los Angeles after Thursday ’s comedy of six Dodger 
errors, v isited Memorial Stadium on the off day . It was 
the first look at the park for many of the Dodgers wrho are 
more comfortable in their s p ac i o u s home park. It is 
309 feet down the lines in this park and 4 10 feet in deepest 
center. 
The way the Dodgers hav e been play ing in this series 
they would be more at home in a hotel room with the 
shades pulled down to keep out the sunshine. They h av e 
made six errors and are hitting only .115 with just sev en 
base hits. Baltimore is hitting .24 6 , play ing errorless ball 
and getting strong pitching with a 1.00 earned run av erage- 
If the Dodgers can come back after losing two at 
home they will be the first to do it. The other teams that 
lost the first two and then came back to win, had dropped 
the pair on the road. They were the 1955 and 196 5 Dodgers 
and the 1956 and 1958 New York Yankees. 
In 1921 the winning New York Giants 1 o s t the first two 
to the Yankees in the Polo Grounds but all of the games 
were play ed in the Polo Grounds that y ear. 
“ It’s not so much where y ou play ,” said manager 
Walter Alston of the Dodgers. “ We’v e just got to p l ay bet­ 
ter baseball.” 


The Dodgers had a meeting before their workout Fri­ 
day , rev iewing the scouting report on the Orioles w i t h 
special emphasis on Dav e J ohnson and Boog Powell. 
“ A lot of things happened to us this y ear that nev er 
happened before,” said Koufax . “ This isn’t ov er y et.” 
Alston admitted he nev er had seen his club look as bad 
as it did in the two losing efforts at home. The record-ty ing 
six errors and the record-breaking three misplay s by cen­ 
ter fielder Willie Dav is in one inning were shockers. 
Alson called on Osteen, the look-alike for telev ision’s 
Gomer Py le, to turn the tide. It was Osteen, a 27 -y ear-old 
lefty with a 17 -14 record, who got the Dodgers back into 
the series last y ear by shutting out Minnesota in the third 
game, 4 -0, after the Twins had whipped Dry sdale an d 
Koufax in the first two. 
“ Osteen is a great competitor,” ' said Alston. “ He has 
great spirit and great poise. I’v e nev er seen him upset- 
Most of his games are battles but he keeps firing.” 
Hank Bauer, the fighting Marine w h o s e Orioles are 
riding high, picked the righthanded Bunker and Dav e Mc­ 
Nally , his lefty first game starter, to work the n e x t two 
games. Undoubtedly he will return to J im Palmer, Thurs­ 
day ’s shutout winner, if he needs a fifth game pitcher. 


“ It’s gotta go four games,” said Bauer. “ And we play 
again Saturday and Sunday . I hav en’t thought about any 
fifth game y et.” 
The Orioles, of course, hav e a go lden opportunity to 
close it out at home by winning two of the nex t three or 
two straight at Memorial Stadium. Th e six th and sev enth, 
if necessary , will be play ed at Los Angeles following an­ 
other off day for trav el. 
Bunker is the third y oung man from Bauer’s fuzzy - 
cheeked pitching staff to get a start. Palmer, 20, became 
the y oungest ev er to pitch a series shutout in the second 
game. 
Bunker was on the disabled list from J uly 27 to Aug. 
15 due to tendonitis in his right el bow. He has won only 
one game since J uly 27 and owns a 10-6 season record with 
a 4 .29 earned run mark. He worked fiv e shutout innings 
against Minnesota last Sunday but his elbow still was 
sore. 
The big hitter of the series so far is Dav e J ohnson, 
the Orioles’ second baseman, with a .500 av erage. Frank 
Robinson and Powell, two of the big power men, are both 
hitting .37 5. The only Dodger ov er .300 is first baseman 
Wes Parker at .333. Maury Wills and J im Gilliam are the 
only hitless regulars.

From China To Get Out

GOP Has No 


Worry 


Most observers agree that the Demo- 


cratic party faces a crossroads in the No- 
vember 8 election. In 1958, the party cap- 
tured the governor's office and later added 
the office of lieutenant governor, s t a t e 
treasurer and First District congressman. 
But the gains havo left the party with 
no time for resting or counting its victories. 


The fact is that the parly went for 


years with second-rate candidates for most 
_^^^___^^_ 
offices s i m p l y be- 
cause the cause was 
so hopeless. The state 
was heavily Republi- 
i..—••— 
an^ ^ QQp ncl(j 


all the offices. To this day, the state is 
still dominantly Republican and the GOP 
holds many more offices up and down the 
line than do the Democrats. Republicans 
could lose key races this year and still be 
a strong political contender. The Demo- 
crats, however, could face a different situ- 
ation. 
Defeat in the key races could 


leave them with no candidates holding 
major office and it is hard to build from 
the outside in. 


1 
Total defeat would not 
necessarily 


but easily could set the party back 10 
years, a fact which even party officials 
have attested lo. This, of course, makes 
national concern over a two-party system 
a little inconsequential In Nebraska. In con- 
trast to the national scene, the danger in Ne- 
braska Is a one-party Republican state. 
1 There is no question that one of the 
key races this year is the contest for Senate 
between Gov. Frank Morrison and incum- 
bent Sen. Carl T. Curtis. There should be 
little misunderstanding of this race and what 
the choice is as between the two candidates. 
* 


Senator Curtis throughout his' career 


lias been the darling of conservative groups. 
He has been heavily endorsed by them 
and was a key figure in the 1964 Repub- 
lican nomination of Sen. Barry Goldwatcr 
for president. As a Republican, Curtis 
has been a member of the minority party 
in Congress and lately of opposite political 
affiliation to the administration. The sen- 
ator, however, has not been the kind of 
Opponent with whom Democrats have been 
a.ble to live. In the past, members of Con- 
gress have publicly stated their opposition to 
national programs of benefit to Nebraska 
because of their animosity toward Senator 
Curtis. His counterpart, Sen. Roman Hrus- 
ka, is quite a different matter. 


Senator Hruska, too, Is a Republican 


but of a different nature. He Is more con- 


servative (ban liberal, too, but he Is not 
without Influence and effect even when In 
a minority political position. The state 
should not be asked to surrender its po- 
litical sovereignty Just to get along with 
the national administration or the congres- 
sional majority but It does not have to do 
this, as Senator Hruska has often proven. 
But a state that sends to Washington a sen- 
ator who largely Incurs the wrath of the 
opposition Is doing Itself no favor. Senator 
Curtls's effectiveness for this state Is sub- 
ject to serious question, a matter the vot- 
ers should take Into consideration. His 
yean In Washington have gained him not 
even grudging admiration among his po- 
litical adversaries. This Is not a matter 
of partisanship but one of statesmanship, 
or the lack of It. 


Additionally, Senator Curtis has been 


excessively nationalistic minded on the in- 
ternational scene and generally opposed to 
progressive measures on the 
domestic 


scene. He has voted in the past against 
improvements in the Social Security pro- 
gram, has opposed increasing the mini- 
mum wage, has favored crippling labor 
legislation and opposed a host of welfare 
programs. 


He has been a constant critic of gov- 


ernment spending In just about every 
Held of endeavor. There arc, of course, oc- 
casional exceptions to this but the long- 
term pattern Is clearly in opposition to 
federal action In meeting the problems 
of the nation. 


In agricultural matters, the senator 


has been a strong advocate of the nice 


sounding but, to date, 
disastrous free 
mar- 


ket system. He h a s 
been a critic of acre- 
age control and price 


support programs that have been the only 


• things that have saved the farmers in re- 


cent years. He has opposed foreign aid, 
the nuclear test ban treaty and the Arms 
Control and Disarmament Agency. We do 
not believe Governor Morrison has been 
any burning liberal in Nebraska, far from 
it, but he is progressive minded and an 
international realist 


The choice in this race is clearly be- 


' tween one of the most ultra-conservative po- 
litical figures in the nation today, Senator 
Curtis, and a moderately progressive can- 
didate, Governor Morrison. If Nebraskans 
believe there are state, national and inter- 
national problems to solve and they want 
to get the job done, the governor would 
have to win this race.

Two new transmitting stations w e r e 


opened in September, one of them KPNE 
at North Platte and the other KTNE at 
Alliance. Most Nebraska schools are now 
in a position to receive the service. 


The 106,000 students represent those 


who are receiving the full ETV service. 


Possibly as many more arc enjoying par- 
tial services pending the day when their 
school boards pay the $2 per pupil fee re- 
quired for full participation. 


P r o b a b l y no educational innova- 


tion ever was so successful in its general 
adoption. And it is safe to say that no $2 
per pupil jWas any more wisely spent. 


It was a good day for Nebraska when 


state leaders and the legislators saw fit to 
provide the appropriations necessary for 
ETV. 


Nebraska, normally considered a con- 


servative, area, ranks among the nation's 
foremost states in its sponsorship of this 
educational facility. 


A Man To Remember 


Washington — Sen. Gay- 


lord Nelson, former Demo- 
cratic governor of Wisconsin 
and a battler for the under- 
dog, wrote a tough letter to 
the Federal Communications 
Commission the other day, 
opposing the merger of the 
A m e r i c a n Broadcasting 
Company and International 
Telephone and Telegraph on 
the ground that a defense 
Industry should not t a k e 
over a big medium for in- 
forming the A m e r i c a n 
public. 


Though correct, Sen. Nel- 


son neglected the fact t h a t 
other defense industries also 
have control over l a r g e 
segments of the broadcasting 
Industry. Unlike newspapers, 
Industry has more control 
over broadcasting than any 
other branch of the com- 
munications field. 


No. 1 is defense contractor 


RCA, 
sole owner of the 


National Broadcasting Com- 
pany. 


No. 2 is General Tire and 


Rubber, which p r o d u c e s 
the Polaris missile, the sole 
owner of Aerojet, h i r e s 
about 70 retired admirals 
and generals and owns 72 
CATV franchises. 


Another is General Tele- 


phone and Electronics, which 
owns 24 CATV franchises 
and is asking for 13 more. 


General Electric 
Cable- 


vision has applied for 27 
franchises, already owns 21. 
In addition, GE owns one of 
the most powerful radio and 
television stations in New 
York State. 
T h e American Aviation 


Rep. Charles Weltner of Georgia came 


to a parting, of the ways with his state's 
political organization. Instead of saving his 
principles in favor of continuing his pub- 
lic career, he withdrew from the race for 
the congressional seat he presently occu- 
pies. 


There is a little more to it than that. 


Weltner has a fine record of public service. 
He had the full respect of Congress. His 
personal issue was this: In Georgia a 
candidate was to take a party oath to sup- 
port the party's nominees. Georgia nomi- 
nated Lester Maddox as Democratic candi- 
date for governor. 


Maddox, a former restaurant operator, 


achieved a public image by intractably 
opposing desegregation. He locked up his 
business rather than to serve a Negro. He 
wishes to be elected not so much to run 
the state, but to assert his own ideas of 
racial inequality. 


W e l t n e r , on the other hand, is a 


moderate, an opponent of violence and a 
foe of the Ku Klux Man. He felt that he 
could neither be true to his own convictions 
nor fair to his supporters to swcr.r to sup- 
port Maddor. So he, temporarily at least, 
ended his own public career. 


There will be some who will feel that 


he should have remained in the race; that 
it would "have been better to throw his 
weight in opposition to Maddox than to 
quit the field and perhaps give it to the 
opposition. But most will accept his de- 
cision as the height of courage. It is quite 
something to give up a desirable career 
on a moral point. In line with this it is 
sad to note that such self-denial will not 
long be remembered. It seldom is when a 
man disappears with his decision. 


But Rep. Weltner ought to go down in 


history as a public official of the ideal type. 
The Congress lost a man who is great and 
good.

Bees And The Welfare State

At the Los Angeles County Fair a 


beekeeper 
who 
supports- conservative 


Republican Ronald Reagan for governor 
of California twitted Democratic Gov. Ed- 
mund G. Brown about the welfare state. 


"Governor, there's no welfare in the 


beehive," said the beekeeper. 


"What happens to the bees that don't 
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work?" asked Brown. 


"They die," answered the beekeeper. 
But a bee colony is no example of 


the rugged-individualist, private-enter- 
prise, devlMake-the-hindraost 
capitalism 


that Reagan favors. 


As we understand it, all male bees 


are called "drones" for the very good 
reason that they do not work at all. Their 
one function is sex, and only a tiny per- 
centage of them ever achieve that. The 
sole fully developed female is the "queen" 
—who does not rule, and does no work 
except to mate and lay eggs unless it is 
necessary for her to establish a new col- 
ony without help. Other bees procure the 
food, take care of the young, clean the 
hive, dean her. 


The only "workers" in a bee colony 


are the sexually undeveloped females 
called by that name. They get a lot done, 
but they don't work very hard or long, 
and there is no Individual penalty for 
hanging around the hive or taking It 
easy. There is no boss checking the time 
sheets or the production record, least of 
all the "queen." 


Somehow the work gets done. There 


is an elaborate division of labor, mostly 
based on age groups, and much willing 
co-operation, with communication from 
bee to bee through "dances" and touch- 
ing of antennas. The colony as a whole 
is a very effective -society, economically 
and socially. But this is not accomplished 
by letting the non-produceri starve. 


NEW YORK-Sen. Robert 


Kennedy's announcement 
that he will not be a candi- 
date for president or vice 
president in 1968 has refueled 
speculation here that Ken- 
nedy's master plan for the 
presidency includes becom- 
ing governor of New York in 
1970. 


Such speculation already 


clouds this year's race for 
governor. It arose last win- 
ter when Kennedy let it be 
known he did not favor the 
Albany ambitions of Frank 
O'Connor despite O'Connor's 
spectacular m a j o r i t y for 
president of the city council 
when Abe Beame was losing 
city hall to John V. Lindsay. 


It billowed when Kennedy 


arranged forums so that vot- 
ers could get a better look at 
all candidates, notably his 
dependable allies in 1960, 
Eugene N l c k e r s o n and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr. The 
forums were a flop, and 
county leaders began openly 
backing O'Connor. Kennedy 
threw up Us bands, Nlcker- 
son withdrew and Roosevelt 
became even more aggres- 
sive. 


Roosevelt added attacks 


on O'Connor as "the boss 
candidate" to the political 
debt Kennedy owed him dat- 
ing from the key 1960 .West 
Virginia p r i m a r y when 
Roosevelt charged Hubert 
Humphrey with being a draft 
dodger. But the senator re- 
fused to pay the price of a 
fight with leaden of his 
newly adopted state. 
* ft -tr ' 
It seems now that Kennedy 


was right in his boarishness 
about O'Connor. The Demo- 
cratic nomine* started 


strong but has shown little 
aptitude for projecting him- 
self or exploiting an issue 
and Governor Rockefeller is 
coming up strong. Still, the 
nail in O'Connor's coffin, if 
a coffin does materialize, 
will be the candidacy of 
Roosevelt on the liberal 
party line. 
\ 


When Roosevelt acquired 


that nomination, O'Connor 
looked like a sure thing. It 
promptly b o o s t e d Rocke- 
feller's stock and brought 
many wanderers home. Now 
he is the favorite. 


If Rockefeller wins, Roose- 


velt can claim some credit 
and will also have kept the 
Albany option open for Ken- 
nedy In 1970. 


Memories are short in poli- 


tics, and a basic precept is 
that one must placate h i s 
enemies with the favors he 
owes his friends. Events can 
change Kennedy's m i n d 
about 1968 overnight, and 
few will make a federal 
project of it. Few will be 
surprised if and w h e r e 
RooseveJt bobs up again, 
though on the surface he 
appears to be cutting his 
ties with the 
Democratic 


party. 


O'Connor's tribulations sug- 


gest that Democratic lead- 
ers have not familiarized 
themselves with that notable 
explanation of change In New 
York, beyond the melting 
pot. Even If he were another 
Al Smith, as they like to ar- 
gue — and he Is not — to- 
day's electorate Is very dif- 
ferent. Kennedy knows it; 
Rockefeller has enduring.re- 
lationships with the men who 
•tody and explore it.

turned Baltimore Into a baseball crazy city.

By beating Don Drysdale and Sandy Koufax in the 


first two games at Dodger Stadium, the Orioles have 
moved from 8-5 underdogs to 3-1 favorites to take It all. 
Many are talking of closing out the Dodgers in four 
straight. 
<^~ A:full house of close to 55,000 is expected for Balti- 
'niore's'first World Series game. The weatherman has co- 
.operated by predicting a clear day with pleasantly warm 
;temperatures. 
'••-' Game time Is 1 p.m. EOT with the same network 
NBC radio and television coverage as the first two games. 
Sunday's game, Incidentally, starts at 2 p.m. EOT. 
. . The weary ball clubs, who flew in during the night 


from Los Angeles after Thursday's comedy of six Dodger 
errors, visited Memorial Stadium on the off day. It was 
the first look at the park for many of the Dodgers who are 
more comfortable in their s p a c i o u s home park. It is 
309 feet down the lines in this park and 410 feet in deepest 
center. 


The way the Dodgers have been playing in this series 


they would be more at home in a hotel room with the 
shades pulled down to keep out the sunshine. They h a v e 
made six errors and are hitting only .115 with just seven 
base hits. Baltimore is hitting .246, playing errorless ball 
and getting strong pitching with a 1.00 earned run average. 


If the Dodgers can come back after losing two at 


home they will be the first to do it. The other teams that 
lost the first two and then came back to win, had dropped 
the pair on the road. They were the 1955 and 1965 Dodgers 
and the 1956 and 1958 New York Yankees. 


In 1921 the winning New York Giants 1 o s t the first two 


to the Yankees in the Polo Grounds but all of the games 
were played in the Polo Grounds that year. 


"It's not so much where you play," said manager 


Walter Alston of the Dodgers. "We've just got to play bet- 
ter baseball." 


The Dodgers had a meeting before their workout Fri- 


day, reviewing the scouting report on the Orioles w 11 h 
special emphasis on Dave Johnson and Boog Powell. 


"A lot of things happened to us this year that never 


happened before," said Koufax. "This isn't over yet." 


Alston admitted he never had seen his club look as bad 


as it did in the two losing efforts at home. The record-tying 
six errors and the record-breaking three mlsplays by cen- 
ter fielder Willie Davis in one inning were shockers. 


Alson called on Osteen, the look-alike for television's 


Corner Pyle, to turn the tide. It was Osteen, a 27-year-old 
lefty with a 17-14 record, who got the Dodgers back into 
the series last year by shutting out Minnesota in the third 
game,(4-0, after the Twins had whipped Drysdale 
and 


Koufax In the first two. 


"Osteen is a great competitor,"' said Alston. "He has 


great spirit and great poise. I've never seen him upset. 
Most of his games are battles but he keeps firing." 


Hank Bauer, the fighting Marine whose Orioles are 


riding high, picked the righthanded Bunker and Dave Mc- 
Nally, his lefty first game starter, to work the n e x t two 
games. Undoubtedly he will return to Jim Palmer, Thurs- 
day's shutout winner, if he needs a fifth game pitcher. 


"It's gotta go four games," said Bauer. "And we play 


again Saturday and Sunday. I haven't thought about any 
fifth game yet." 


The Orioles, of course, have a golden opportunity to 


close it out at home by winning two of the next three or 
two straight at Memorial Stadium. The sixth and seventh, 
if necessary, will be played at Los Angeles following an- 
other off day for travel. 


Bunker is the third young man from Bauer's fuzzy- 


cheeked pitching staff to get a start. Palmer, 20, became 
the youngest ever to pitch a scries shutout in the second 
game. 


Bunker was on the disabled list from July 27 to Aug. 


15 due to tcndonltis In his right e I b o w. He has won only 
one game since July 27 and owns a 10-6 season record with 
a 4.29 earned run mark. He worked five shutout innings 
against Minnesota last Sunday but his elbow still was 
sore. 


The big hitter of the series so far is Dave Johnson, 


the Orioles' second baseman, with a .500 average. Frank 
Robinson and Powell, two of the big power men, are both 
hitting .375. The only Dodger over .300 is first baseman 
Wes Parker at .333. Maury Wills and JinvGilliam are the 
only hitless regulars.

Bus Transportation Amendment 
Opposed By Panel Of Leaders 


A panel of Lincoln church 


and education leaders Friday 
"promoted 
public schools" 


and deplored support for the 
proposed 
c o n s t i t u t i o n a l 


amendment on school b u s 
transportation at a meeting 
of the United Church Women 
here. 


Dr. Loren R. Bonncau, pro- 


fessor of history and philoso-

conference," he said. 


The $500,000 to start con- 


struction of the line f r o m 
F o r t Thompson, S.D., to 
G r a n d Island was not in- 
cluded in the H o u s e-passcd 
version of the bill since hear- 
ings had been held and t h e 
legislation had been marked 
up in committee prior to the 
J u l y blackout in Nebraska 
and the resulting request for 
military funds.

First Phase 
Of Missouri 
Study Done 


State 
Sanitation Director 


T. A. Filipi reported Friday 
the first phase of a time-flow 
study of toxic materials down 
the Missouri River has been 
completed. 


He said data collected from 


the $1,300 project which was 
jointly financed through state 
agencies and the Army Corps 
of Engineers indicated the 
river flows at different speeds 
as it passes Nebraska. 


The Missouri flows at about 


four miles-per-hour between 
Yankton, S.D., and 
Ponca, 


Filipi said, while between 
Omaha and Plattsmouth its 
speed decreases to just over 
two miles-per-hour. 


"We found the river is un- 


dcpendablc," he said of the 
first phase facts, which were 
for autumn flow. 


A second study will be 


undertaken in D e c e m b e r 
when the river slows its flow, 
he said. 


"The o b j e c t i v e of the 


study," he said, "is to find 
out how long it takes the 
material, in this case red food 
dye, to travel down river, in 
case we have a pollution ac- 
cident s o m e w h e r e up- 
stream." 


He said Omaha draws its 


water from the river and 
would need to know when to 
close its pumps if a pollutant 
were accidently dumped into 
the Missouri. 


After a second phase, he 


said, it will be possible to 
predict "with confidence" the 
flow of the Missouri.
